Basham Endorses 


New Police Program 

Romulus and Taylorcouldsee 
new community police on the beat 
under a program authorized by 
the State this summer. 

State Representative for the 
22nd District, Raymond Basham 
(D-Taylor), says that he has urged 
local police departments to apply 
for part of $10 million in commu- 
nity policing funds provided under 
Public Act 111, a new State law 
pushed through the Legislature 
this year by House Democrats. 
According to Basham, the new 
law will allow Michigan communi- 
ties to hire 5,000 new police offic- 
ers over the next three years with 
little cost to local taxpayers. 

"| believe that community po- 
licing is the best way to deter 
crime," Basham stated. "This pro- 
gram is tough on crime and will 
keep our families and neighbor- 
hoods safe." 

The newlaw allows local com- 


munities which hire patrol officers — 


through President Clinton's Fed- 
eral COPS program to receive 
75% of the funding for each officer 
fromthe Federal Government and 
20.5% from the State. Local com- 
munities would be responsible for 
just 4.5% of the cost for the first 
three years.

The winds of change may have 
been blowing through Romulus earlier 
this year, when voters chose to amend 
the 27-year-old City Charter to extend 
elected officials' terms from two to four 
years, but nary a breeze was evidenton 
Tuesday, November 4, when those 
same voters chose to continue their 
support of all but one of the incumbents 
seeking reelection. 

Besides incumbent Linda Choate, 
who earned 2,679 votes in her unop-

posed bid for City Clerk, Mayor William 
M. Oakley scored the most lopsided 
victory, defeating challenger Leo L. 
Knasiak by a margin of 2,322 votes to 
999: 

In the Treasurer's race, which was 
open to two newcomers due to James 
Napiorkowski's decision not to seek 
reelection, Pamela Morrison-Kersey 
emerged the winner, with 1,958 votes to 
Kris Moe's 1,297. 

Butby farthe mostinteresting—and 
hotly contested — of the races was the 
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Treasurer Pamela Kersey 


bid of 11 candidates for the seven avail- 
able City Council positions. Only in- 
cumbent Councilman Jimmie C. Rasp- 
berry chose not to seek reelection; of 
the rest— Councilpersons Mary Collins, 
William Crova, Randolph Gear, Michael 
Prybyla, Debbie Romak, and William 
Wadsworth — only Collins was unsuc- 
cessful. Her seat, and that of Rasp-

Compromise Resolves Durant Liability

The Durantiliability, which has been 
the primary focus of our attention in the 
Legislature since session began this 
fall, is finally settled. The compromise 
agreement reached between the House 
Democratic version and the Governor's 
proposal is truly that — a compromise — 
because none of the parties are com- 
pletely satisfied and no one got exactly 
what he or she wanted. But! ampleased 
that this is now done and we can move 
on to other issues. 

By way of background: you may 
recall that inthe Durantcase, 84 school 
districts sued the State about 17 years 
ago because they were forced to pro- 
vide certain special education classes 
but were not given the funds to do so. 
This, they claimed in their suit, was a 
violation of the Headlee amendment to 
our state constitution which says that if 
the State mandates anything that car- 
ries with it a cost, it must provide the 
funds necessary to fulfill the mandate. 
After these many years in the various 
courts of our judicial system, the Su- 
preme Court ruled this summer that the 
districts were correct, and therefore the 
State owed them $212 million. 

The State, of course, has no choice 
but to fulfill the court order. But in delib- 
erating over how to make that payment, 
all parties involved, including the House, 
Senate, and administration, agreed that 
all districts in the State should be en- 
titled to some money. Even though only 
84 districts were the actual plaintiffs:in 
the case, all districts had to follow the 
Same mandate. The amountthey should 
receive is about $800 million. 

Because every school district inthe 
State willbe affected by this agreement, 
| will fill you in on it. 

Funding for At-risk Students 

The agreement includes $250 mil- 
lion in 1998, $260 million in 1999, and 
future increases tied to increases inthe 
foundation allowance. The Legislature 
had previously adopted funding for at- 
risk students, but the Governor had 
vetoed it, saying he wanted to use the 
money for the Durant settlement. The 
House voted to put money back in the 
budget, but the Senate had not yet 
acted on that bill. 

More Funding Provided for Class- 
size Reduction | 

The agreement includes $100,000 
in 1998 and $20 million 1999. 

Less Long-term Debt 

The agreement includes $350 mil- 
lion in bonds to repay the non-Durant 
districts, a scaled-back amount from 
the Governor's $780-million proposal. 
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Immediate Repayment to the Durant 
Plaintiffs | 

The 84 school districts which were 
litigants in the Durant lawsuit will re- 
ceive the $212 million owed to them in 
one lump sum. This was part of the 
Democratic proposal; the Governor had 
wanted to divide the paymentoverthree 
years. 
No Tampering with the Teachers’ 
Pension Plan 

The agreement drops a plan to al- 
low future teachers’ retirement system 
members to opt for a riskier "defined 
contribution" retirement plan, ratherthan 
the current "defined benefit" plan. 

|Know it allsounds complex, butthe 
problem itself was also a complex mat- 
ter. However, we will meet our court 
obligation with this solution, and we will 
do right by the nonlitigant school dis- 
tricts as well. | am glad that this has 
been negotiated. U

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EI Nino and Romulus 


By Margaret Leduc, Emergency Man- 
agement Coordinator, City of Romulus 
El Nifio: What is it? What does it 
mean? Will it effect Michigan? What 
should the people of Romulus do? Win- 
ter Awareness Week (November 9-15) 
is an especially appropriate time to con- 
sider these questions. 
“The Child" 

El Nino — Spanish for "the child" —is 
the term coined by South American 
fishermen for a cycle of unusual warm- 
ing in the Pacific Ocean off the coast of 
Peru and Ecuador. Such acycle usually 
lasts for about a year, starting one sum- 
mer and ending the next, with the peak 
warming time falling around Christmas 
(hence the name, El Nifio). This year, 
the ocean started to warm quicker and 
sooner than normal. By mid-August, 
some locations in the ocean, near the 
coast of Peru, were as much as 10°F 
above normal, the warmest recorded 
event. 

How does something that happens 
between 5,000 and 10,000 miles from 
Michigan affect the weather here? 

Most of the heat energy that drives 
earth's weather comes fromthe tropical 
oceans. As you watch weather reports, 
you will notice references to the flow 
and direction of the jet stream. Upper- 
_level winds direct the jet stream's en- 
ergy northward from South America. If 
the jet stream carries most of its energy 
into southern California, this could re- 
sult in a normal winter and snowfall for 
Michigan. However, if the jet-stream 
energy climbs over the upper ridge of 
California along the U.S. west coast, 
then the warm air will travel through 
Canada. As it moves south to Michigan, 
we can have adrier, warmer winter with 
less snow. 

What should Romulus residents do? 
Should they put away their snow 
shovels and wear shorts all winter? 

Just like any other weather fore- 
cast, seasonal predictions which take 
El Nifo into account are just projections 
of probabilities; they are not "surefire." 
As you know, Michigan weather changes 


rapidly. In fact, there is a saying: "If you 
don't like our weather now, wait an hour 
anditwillchange.” Therefore, the people 
of Romulus should not throw caution to 
the wind, but must still prepare for win- 
ter weather. Winterize the car and make 
sure that you carry an emergency kit. 
Stock up at home with food, water, 
flashlights, battery-operated radios, and 
batteries in case of severe storms or 
power outages. 
It is also important to understand 
what the various weather terms mean. 
Blizzard Warningsare issued when 
the National Weather Service expects 
considerable snow and wind of 35 miles 
per hour or more. Visibility can be so 
poor that you will not be able to see for 
more than a few yards. Ablizzard is the 
most dangerous of all winter storms. 
Travelers’ Advisories are issued to 
indicate that falling, blowing, or drifting 
snow, freezing rain or drizzle (rainwhich 
freezes as soon as it strikes the ground, 
putting a coating of ice on roads and 
walkways), sleet (Small particles of ice 
usually mixed with rain), or strong winds 
may make driving difficult, but not seri- 
ously enough to require warnings. 
Winter Storm Warnings mean that 
heavy snow, sleet, or freezing rain is 
expected.

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"Kum Do" Teaches "The Way of the Sword" 


(Note: The following advertisement — based 
ona story written by Mark McPherson, spe- 
cial writer for the Ile Camera — is reprinted 
here with permission from the Ile Camera.) 

For more than 50 centuries, the sword 
has "managed to spread culture and civiliza- 
tion throughout the world,” according to the 
great Victorian explorer and orientalist Sir 
Richard Francis Burton. 

From its evolution as a bit of pointed 
wood, charred and sharpened, to a weapon of 
bone, stone,.copper, bronze, iron and steel, 
the sword has become a knightly symbol of 
honor, authority, justice and legendary power 
— the “queen of weapons.” 

But how and why would any sane and 
peace-loving person today wish to leam to 
wield an archaic battle tool like a sword? 

In my case perhaps it relates to a child- 
hood tempered by sword-fighting fantasies 
involving Zorro and King Arthur and his 
magical blade, “Excalibur.” 

Add to that the fact that I am the collec- 
tor owner of a razor-sharp katana, or Japa- 
nese sword, with no idea how to use it. 

And that no doubt was the reason I 
sought out Marshall Gagne, Downriver's 
grand master of the Korean martial art 
hapkido. 

I enrolled in a “kum sul,” or sword 
technique class, as ithas been taught in Korea 
for centuries. Rather than slashing your way 
through the battlefield, the goal is to learn the 
"sword way’ or path. 

Where is such a path designed to take 
you? 

I put the question to Gagne, who has 
begun to offer lessons in the Korean sword at 
his "do jung,” or U.S. Hapkido Association 
studio on Fort Street in Trenton. 

Gagne has extensive martial arts train- 
ing that began with boxing and wrestling as 
a youth, and continued with oriental martial 
arts while he was in the service in Korea and 
Japan. : 

Gagne enlisted in the Army airborne 
where soldiers are taught the form of hand- 
to-hand combat called juyitsu. 

He was a member of the 82nd Airborne 
Division and a member of the 18th Airborne 
Corps’ Sky Diving team. He was then ac- 
cepted into the Army parachute team known 
as The Golden Knights. 

While in Korea in 1969, Gagne became 
fascinated with the national martial art forms 
of tae kwan do and hapkido. By the time he 
left Korea he had a black belt and an expert's 
knowledge of Asian fighting skills, including 
the Karean sword art, kum do. 

Kum do is the much older, Korean coun- 
terpart to the Japanese samurai/ninja-style of 
kendo, or bladed martial art. 

This ancient study incorporates two 
dozen separate sword “letter” motions or 
"cuts, where as the kendo style may empha- 
size a basic five. 

"Who would fare better in conflict, a 
Korean master or a Japanese swordsman?” | 
asked. 

Better’ is arelative term," Gagne said. 
"The best man may be the one who sheathes 
his sword and walks away from conflict. But 
in a contest of skills it will depend upon the 
moment and the use of technique. That tech- 
nique may also prevent you from ever find- 
ing yourself in an actual battle.”

While Gagne’s comments might seem 
familiar to watchers of the old "Kung Fu" TV 
series, he is serious and no doubt correct. 
What the master has been trying to pound 
into the heads of his students, be they teenag- 
ers or baby-boomers like myself, is that ev- 
eryone begins at the Beginning. Through a 
series of individual steps they each undertake 
the long journey toward mastery. Whether 
that path leads to a black belt or merely the 
novice's satisfaction at the lesson’s end, there 
is nevertheless the sense that “many rain- 
drops make an ocean.” : 

Assuming the basic "en guard,” "at- 
tack" or “cutting” positions while holding a 


‘wooden practice sword make for lessons in 


humility rather than aggression. 

Even learning the basics of carrying, 
drawing or sheathing the sword, or possibly, 
of surrendering it to an opponent have their 
purpose. The key is a form of focus and 
control which begin from within. 

The Korean fighting art of hapkido and 
its philosophical sword-bearing component 
involve the essence of what is called Ki,” or 
life force. 

_ This, Gagne explains, is the energy that 
flows within us all. 

It is also said to be found in all forms of 
things, and although invisible it may be trans- 
lated into a variety of actions. 

With regard to kum sul, or technique of 
the sword, an individual's Ki and the blade 
become one, like a sort of metaphysical ex- 
tension of himself. 

Now several weeks into my training, I 
am slowly learning anew discipline that has 
its roots in an ancient culture. 

Balance, control, meditation, quest for 
self are all by-products of what Gagne offers 
in his teaching. Itis ironic that anyone should 
seek out such peaceful objectives by learning 
to dance with a razor sharp weapon. But the 
inherent principle of the sword is that it may 
possess a tempered double-edge. 

And finally, though the sword is usually 
thought of as an offensive weapon, its secret 
truth may well be that of defensive power, 
embodied by the Ki of each person who 
guides it.
